Tom Adams charged with dissemination^ possession of child porn

GREEN OAKS - The future of a local 
mayor looks uncertain following more 
than a dozen charges relating to child 
pornography^ 

Tom Adams, the mayor of Green 
Oaks, posted $10,000 of the set $100,000 
bond and was released from the Lake 
County Jail on Monday night. 

Adams, 68, was arrested at his home, 
885 Anderson Drive, on child pornogra- 
phy charges on Monday. The FBI, Lake 
County Sheriffs Office and the Lake 
County State's Attorneys Office were in- 
volved in the investigation. 

The mayor faces 11 counts of dis- 
semination of child pornography, all 
Class 1 felonies with a mandatory sen- 
tence of four to 16 years in prison. 
Adams also faces two counts of posses- 
sion of child pornography, a Class 2 
felony. 

Lake County Assistant State's 
Attorney Patricia Fix said the mayor 




made statements to an investigator 
from the state's attorneys office "that 
corroborated the fact 
that these dissemina- 
tions did occur," she 
said. 

Fix said the Lake 
County Sheriff's 
Office received infor- 
mation from the FBI 
about the online ac- 
tivities of the mayor 
in June. 

She said the infor- 
mation was old, but it 
showed the FBI found 
a screen name associ- 
ated with Adams that 
"disseminated porn 
on March 21, 2005," Fix said. 

Fix said the local sheriffs ofTice then 
began its own investigation into the 
issue. 

Sgt. Christopher Thompson of the 
sheriffs office said the investigation 
was a cooperative task.

"It was kind of a joint effort with om' 
investigators and with [the FBI's] cyber 
crhnes unit," he said. 

According to Fix, officers from the 
sheriff's department found more screen 
names. 

"Sgt. Rick White from the sheriffs de- 
partment was able to determine that, in 
addition to the FBI incident, another 
screen name associated with Mr. 
Adams had been used to' disseminate 
pornography ... to an undercover officer 
m Florida," she said. 

That incident occurred on July 10, 
2005. 

Police then secured a search warrant 
for Adams' America Online account. 
The information found from that search 
was received by the state's attorneys of- 
fice last Friday, Fix said. 

The search indicated that Adams al- 
legedly used another screen name to 
disseminate child pornogi-aphy on 
three separate occasions on May 25 of 
this year. 

It also shows he allegedly used a

third screen name to do the same on 
June 2 of this year. 

All of the alleged incidents occurred 
from his home computer. Fix said. 

The pomography is both pictures 
and videos of boys. Fix said. 

She said the state's attorneys office 
expects to take the case to a gi'and jury 
around Aug. 10. 

Adams, who is in his fourth mayoral 
term, is married with children. 

Green Oaks Village Administrator 
Elaine Palmer could not be reached for 
comment Tuesday afternoon.

Woman shares her story 
of pain, recovery

On the first floor of a sand- 
colored brick home in down- 
town Lake Villa lives a 24-year- 
old woman who no longer has 
her legs. 

Though Kristen Anderson 
cannot walk, she is able to go 
places where no one has been. 

Recently, she obtained an 
associate's degree, and now 
she intends to earn a bache- 
lor's degree. She has a positive 
outlook on life and likes to help 
others. She is bursting with a 
desire to spread hope and joy 
around the world. 

What makes Kristen's story 
unusual is that she was not al- 
ways so happy. 

Six years ago, at age 17, she 
tried to take her life by lying 
on train tracks. Seconds later, 
55 freight cars rolled over her 
body. 

She lost her legs, but she 
found a new life in the process. 

This five-part series will 
take you on Kristen's journey. 
It will include information on 
how you can meet her and help 
her finish school. 

It will explain how a typical 
little girl with everything she 
ever needed nearly became an- 
other teen suicide statistic 
and, in the process, found 
Jesus Christ. 

Growing up 

The youngest of three chil- 
dren, Kristen Anderson grew 
up in a family that provided 
her with all of life's necessi- 
ties. 

She had a roof over her head 
and plenty of clothes. She got 
good grades and regularly at- 
tended church. 

ICristen admits she had few 
worries. 

"As a kid, my life was really 
typical," she said. "It wasn't 
plagued with problems. But as 
I got older, I started to search 
for what my life was supposed •

to be about." 

In 1995, the Lake Villa resi- 
dent began her freshman year 
at Antioch Community High 
School. She started playing 
soccer and picked up a part- 
time job at a pizza place. She 
began dating the would-be 
prom king and hanging with a 
different crowd. 

Her circle of "popular" 
friends grew. But bad things 
started happening as well. 

Within two years, three of 
Kristen's friends died; another 
committed suicide. Her grand- 
mother passed avjay and two 
older boys began ptlrsuing her 
to the point of harassment. 

Kristen found ii difficult to 
talk about her problems and 
she started feeling guilty about 
what was happening. 

"I didn't know how to han- 
dle it," she said. "I was just 
super stressed out, and I 
started getting sick, physi- 
cally." 

Kristen's mother, Jan, said 
she realized her daughter was 
under a lot of strain. But she 
never realized that the physi- 
cal sickness was related. She 
said Kristen rarely looked to

others for help during that 
time. 

"She was the kind of person 
[who] was always there for her 
friends," Kristen's mother 
said. "But she never really 
leaned on her friends for help." 

Kristen's grades began to 
slip; she started getting rebel- 
lious. 

"I started losing a lot of 
hope about life," she said. 
"And then I was raped." 

A breaking point 

It wasn't until five years 
after her suicide attempt that 
Kristen spoke out about the 
rape. 

That happened before her 
senior year, she said, and was 
committed by a man whom 
Kristen described as an ac- 
quaintance whose family had a 
prominent place in the commu- 
nity. 

"I knew who he was, and I 
trusted him," she said. But she 
didn't tell anybody and never 
\filed a police report because 
she had a hard time accepting 
it. At the time, she felt it was 
her fault. 

Partying, drinking and 
smoking enveloped more of 
ICi'isten's life. Because she was 
still getting physically sick, 
she began taking prescription 
drugs. 

She started skipping classes 
and lying to her parents, but

"It was al- 
most like I had died inside, and 
I was just walking through life. 
I just didn't feel like I had any- 
thing left."

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Many still upset regarding proposed aquatic center

ANTIOCK - Once again, res- 
idents of the Arbors of 
Windmill Creek subdivision 
•expressed their disdain for the 
proposed Winnie B. Sorenson 
Aquatic Center. 

A group of about 20 people 
gathered in front of the 
Antioch Park Commission 
July 19, many of them loudly 
voicing then' frusti'ations. 

Joyce Frounfelker, an out- 
spoken member of the group, 
told commission members that 
many Arbors residents feel 
that village ofTicials dismiss 
their opinions. 

"It's our backyard, so we're 
more concerned than someone 
in another neighborhood," 
Frounfelker said. "It affects us 
more than the village." 



The vjrater park's site sits on 
20 acres of land that lies along 
North Avenue. One part of the 
Arbors subdivision backs up to 
the area. 

No plans other than a basic 
schematic have been made for 
the area. OfTicials just com- 
pleted a survey that asked for 
the public's input on what the 
parlt could become. 

Village Tnistee Bob 
McCarty said 535 residents re- 
sponded to the survey. 
Architect firm PHN is tallying 
the results, and will present its 
findings at the next park meet- 
ing, 7 p.m. Aug. 16 at the village 
haU. 

The survey results are in- 
tended to help park and village 
officials put together a plan for 
the aquatic center. The park 
commission will hold a special 
meeting for park members to 



digest the plan, then a public 
forum will meet to gather more 
mput. 

The original plan was to 
then create a panel of village 
and park ofTicials and resi- 
dents. However, the park com- 
mission decided against that 
and instead instituted public 
information meetings. 

The Arbors residents were 
not pleased to hear this news* 
especially those that had 
signed up to be on tlie panel. 

"We have a park board very 
capable of handling this," said 
Antioch Mayor Dorothy 
Larson. "To put together a park 
board [panel] seems redun- 
dant. It's just another layer of 
bureaucracy we don't need." 

Shortly after Larson said 
this, the meeting was opened to 
citizens wishing to address the 
board, and they fully took ad- 



vantage of tlie opportunity. 

Several people angrily 
talked to park board members, 
but many of them sat quietly, 
waiting to talk. 

Board member Wayne 
Foresta began to speak and was 
quickly interrupted. He briefly 
lost his temper. 

"Let me talk!" he yeUed 
while turing, red in the face. 

At that, many Arbors resi- 
dents yelled back, shouting 
"You're out of order!" 

Foresta regained his compo- 
sure. 

"We can't take any of your 
concerns into action until we 
see a plan," Foresta said. 
"There may be things on there 
we [park board] don't like. 
When we see it, you're going to 
be here and you're gomg to see 
it." 

Park Board Chainnan 



Jeffrey Benes told residents 
that then: thoughts will be 
taken into consideration, but 
they must have patience. 

"We're at a very preliminary 
stage of this process," Benes 
said; "We don't even have any 
plans. You need to give us a 
chance." 

Ai'bors resident Bernard 
Zehren urged tliat the -park 
board move forward with cau- 
tion. 

Zehren asked if the village 
had the water for an Olympic- 
sized pool, and whether they 
considered safety issues such 
as making sure that rescue and 
fire crews could easily access 
the water park. 

"There are options I don't 
think are being attended to," 
Zehren said, such as having the 
developer pay for the majority 
of the water park's costs. "We 
all better rethink the location. 

"We have to do what makes 
sense and what we can afford."

Fire expert visits Antioch

ANTIOCH - During the past 
several years, The Antioch Fire 
department has talcen on added 
responsibilies. 

In fewer than five years, 
Antioch has gi'own from a town 
of6,200 to almost 14,000. 

And when the Mutual Aid 
Box Alann System area is 
taken into consideration, this 
expands Antioch's coverage 
ai-ea to 1,174 square miles and 
975,487 people. 

The box alarm system, or 
MABAS, is a county-wide pro- 
gi'am where fire departments 
have signed a contract to help 
otlier departments during 
crises, 

For firefighters, this popula- 
tion boom means more people 
to protect, and an even bigger 
need to have the equipment 
necessary to aid them. 

Even though the department 
could be doing much worse, it 
could use some more money, 
and is looking for ways to get 
those funds, said Lt. Chris 
Lienhardt, the fire depart- 
ment's .public information offi- 
cer. 

Last week, members of the 
fire department voiced these 
and other concerns to a man- 
they hope can make a differ- 
ence. 

Harry Carter, contributing 
editor for Firehouse Magazine 



and a seasoned fire chief, 
stopped by Antioch as part of 
his Fu-e Act Road Trip. . 

The aim of the road trip, 
Carter said, is to eventually tes- 
tify before Congress witli his 
experiences and ask for more 
money to be put toward the Fire 
Act. 

Visiting dozens of towns 
across the country,. Carter and 
his co-traveler, Jack, are look- 
ing for proof that the Fh'e Act 
gives firefighters the resources 
they need to get their jobs done 
efficiently. ' 

Antioch was one of three 
towns in Illinois they visited; 
the other two being Longview 
and Bourbonnais. 

Carter said he was invited to 
all the towns he has visited, 
with no unannounced drop-ins. 

The Fire Act was created in 
2001 to give fire stations nation- 
wide the chance to receive 
much-needed money through 
federal grants. 

For the 2005 fiscal year, $650 
million was allocated for the 
act. Carter said this is not 
enough, considering how ex- 
pensive equipment is. Carter 
hopes that $1 billion will be put 
into the legislation, the limit 
the act outlines. 

The Antioch Fire 
Department was able to use the 
Fire Act for the first time in 
2004. 

Their grant was awarded 
and officials were able to buy a

Keepkig the memories alive 

Two months after his death, family, friends remember soldier

GURNEE - Jennifer 
Mahafee bakes in tlie. sun's 
blaze, untempered by clouds. 
No sunglasses, no hat. And, de- 
spite 90-plus degrees of heat, 
sweat does not muss her make- 
up. 

She smiles, greets friends, 
laughs once or twice. Who 
wouldn't, one might thmk, at a 
party with family, friends, 
drinks and music. 

Someone might not, had she 
lost her husband two months 
and two days ago, as Jennifer 
did. 

Captain Shane Mahaffee, of 
Gurnee, died in May of in- 
juries suffered while serving 
in Iraq. Of 2,545 U.S. soldiers 
who perished in the conflict, 
five have come from the vil- 
lage. 

Mahafee would have turned 37 
on June 5. 

The family . recognized 
Mahafee's birthday with a pic- 
nic of Kentucky Fried Chicken 
- his favorite - at Ascension 
Cemetery, in Libertyville. 

Exactly two months earlier, 
explosives hit Mahafee's 
Humvee hi Al Hillah, Iraq, and 
landed him in Landstuhl 
Regional Medical Center, in 
Landstuhl, Germany. 

Jennifer flew overseas and 
arrived to find her husband se- 
dated. 

"I talked to him and I think 
he knew I was there," she said. 
"He would respond." 

The couple met a decade be- 
fore. They had discussed the 
possiisility of deployment, as 
Mahafee, who hails from 
Alexandria, Va., had joined the 
ROTC in college and remained 
in the resei"ves afterward. 

"After 9/U happened, and 
the years went on, I got more 
worried and he did as well," 
she said. "We kind of hoped 
[deployment] would not hap- 
pen, but we both knew it would 
very likely happen." 

Mahfee died on May 15, and 
Jennifer then returned to the 
U.S. 

The first month was, she 
said, "surreal." 

Kirk Morris, of Gurnee, lost 
his son, Geoffrey, to the con-

flict, and spoke about the diffi- 
cidty of moving on. 

"It's something that you're 
reminded of every day, that 
this individual that you 
planned as part of your future 
... is.no longer there," he said. 

Morris and other friends 
and supporters donated their 
time and money at a 
fundraiser on July 16, at 
Fatman*s at the intersection of 
Routes 21 and 41 in Gurnee. 

Chris Stachera, 32, of 
Lindenhurst, ran the event 
with Barb Rossman, manager 
of Fatman's. They hosted it 
there because Mahafee fre- 
quented the spot, 

Sam Collins, Mahafee's 
friend and former secretary, 
and Marvin Knuth, who mo- 
torcycled with Mahafee's fa- 
ther on a bike run, also wanted 
to help. 

"Before he left [in 
February] he said, 'Sam, don't 
cry, I'll be back," Collins said. 

Collins, 39, of Lindenhurst, 
said she exchanged bi-weekly 
e-mails with Mahafee. Her last 
e-mail was never answered. 



Rick Russell attended law 
school with Mahaffee, a 
Waukegan-based lawyer, at 
Wiender University in 
Harrisburg, Penn. 

"Shane and I went through 
the first difficult years of law 
school together... which can be 
filled with tension," he said. 
"[You can] never take those 
times away and that's why it 
hit so close to home." 

Russell, 38, director of gov- 
ernment affairs for the 
Hershey Corporation, said he 
and other local alumni have 
planned fundraisers to benefit 
Mahafee's wife and children. 

"The circle of friends 
[Mahafee] left here [was] 
touched very deeply and we 
want to do what we can," he 
said. "[Harrisburg] is looking 
to do something to his memory 
as well, [which] speaks very 
highly of his character." 

Jennifer did not seem sur- 
prised. 

"He did that everywhere," 
she said. "He impacted peo- 
ple." 

Jennifer said she is now fo- 



cusing on re-establishing a 
routine, which has proved im- 
portant for her children. 

Adelia, 5, likes to talk about 
her dad, and does so every day. 

"Now she understands that 
he's m heaven," Jennifer said. 

She said that this compre- 
hension will come later for 
Ethan, 2, who is tow-headed 
and adorable and, on July 16, 
sported a fake tattoo. 

Jennifer, who works part- 
time as an accountant in 
Deerfield, acknowledged her 
concerns for raising Adelia 
and Ethan without Shane. 

"I'm trying to fill the shoes 
of both [roles]," she said. 
"Shane was strong and hope- 
fuUy they'U'be like hrni," she 
added. 

So strong that, even now, 
Jennifer said she sometimes 
feels his sphritual presence. 

"I believe in the 
afterlife.,. and little signs make 
me think he's there," she said. 

When pressed for details, 
she smiles and shakes her 
head. This, it seems, will stay 
between them.

ANTIOCH - Many parents 
might have heard their chil- 
dren say that they don't need to 
learn algebra because it will 
never be used in the real world. 

But School District 34 edu- 
cators approved a new mathe- 
matics curriculum that was de- 
veloped to make math more 
real to students. 

Making the program work 
effectively for students means 
teachers and parents must 
work together, said Heidi 
Wennstrom, the district's di- 
rector of curriculum, and in- 
struction. 

The curriculum, Everyday 
Mathematics, will be used with 
kindergarten and first grade 
students for the 2006-'07 school 
year, with anotlier grade added 
each year, said Scott 
Thompson, district superin- 



tendent. 

"It really aims to help chil- 
dren understand math rather 
than just moving numbers 
around,'- Thompson said. 

Wennstrom said teachers 
will be offered two training ses- 
sions, Aug. 4 and Aug. 15, to get 
acquainted with the program. 

More training will be of- 
fered tliroughout the upcoming 
school year, Wennstrom said, 
and parents are encouraged to 
get involved. 

"If parents can bear with us 
and participate in the training, 
we know they're just going to 
be thrilled with their child's 
progress," Wennstrom said. 

The new curriculum will 
cost about $65,000 to imple- 
ment, Wennstrom said. Also, 
the district will hire a full-time 
math lab aide and a part-time 
math specialist knowledgeable 
in Everyday Math. 

Wennstrom said she under-

"An eye for an eye" is one 
of the oldest judicial systems 
in the world, and whether we 
like it or not, it's alive and 
well on the playing field at al- 
most every level. If a member 
of the opposition deliberately, 
fires the first volley, that deci- 
sion has to have its conse- 
quences. 

In every sport, it's the 
same. A chop block begets a . 
chop block on the gridiron, 
while a hard elbow is met 
with a hard elbow iii basket- 
ball; an eye for an eye, a tooth 
for a tooth. 

Obviously, this principle 
has to be taken with great 
care in the prep ranks, but it's 
still tliere. On the baseball 
field, if an opposmg pitcher is 
obviously gunning for your 
batters, it's time to gun for 
him, but it's usually with an 
inside fastball as opposed to 
the out-and-out plunkhig of 
the major leagues. 

A 90-plus mph fastball has 
imuch more potential to hurt 
someone than any elbow, but 
unscrupulous behavior must 
be answered. But it's the um- 



pires that get the short end of 
the stick. As peacemakers, 
they have to step in when 
something gets out of hand, 
yet have the discretion to let 
one team have its fair shot in 
retaliation to another. ' 

In a high school game, if 
one kid goes down, the other 
pitcher usually gets his inside 
pitch before a warning and 
the message has been sent. 

I'm not advocating that 
\youth pitchers gun for each 
bdier's head with every pitch, 
but there should be a level of 
fairness when it comes to 
pitching with "ulterior mo- 
tive." There's a fine line that 
needs to be walked, especially 
when you're dealmg with 
headstrong youths, but brush- 
ing a player off the plate be- 
cause they put another player 
in harm's way has its place in 
baseball - even in prep base- 
• baU. \ 

By letting the players po- 
lice themselves a bit, it^puts 
the outcome of the game'~' 
squarely on the shoulders of 
the ones in the uniform, and 
that's the way it sliould be. 

But that's what'sgreat 
about sports - no matter who 
beans whom, there's always 
someone that comes out the 
^victor.

Two components determine 
how well motor oil will perfoim 
m yoiu* car. One factor is the 
base oil, and tlie other is the 
combination of chemicals (ad- 
ditives) tliat are added to the 
base oil. 

L Base oils: There ai'e two 
primary types of base oils: min- 
eral and synthetic. Mineral oils 
are by-products of refined 
crude oil. Refining helps reduce 
impurities but leaves mole- 
cules of all shapes and sizes. 
. Synthetic oils are man-made 
compounds whose molecules 
are all tlie same size and shape; 
consequently, synthetic oil has 
less firiction and performs bet- 
ter than mineral oils. 

There's been sizable growth 
in the use of synthetic oils over 
the years. In fact, synthetic oils 
are often tlie factory fill in 
many new performance and 
luxury cars. 

2. Additives: Regardless of 
the base oil used, chemicals 
must be added to motor oil to 
help it do its job. Typical addi- 
tives include detergents to re- 
duce the formation of residue, 
defoamants to deter absorption 
of ail', anti-wear agents and an- 
tioxidants. 

Although additives are typi- 
cally only 15 to 25 percent of 
motor oil, they can impact a lu- 
bricant's performance much 
more than the base oil. For in- 
stance, mineral-based motor oil 
with a good additive package

can easily outperform syn- 
thetic motor oil with a 
mediocre additive package. 

There is no easy way for a 
consumer to determine the 
quality of motor oil's additive 
package. Price is often an indi- 
cator of quality since the more 
advanced additive technologies 
cost more to produce. However, 
performance is tlie ultunate 
measure of additive package 
quality. 

New advances 

Some of the biggest techno- 
logical strides in lubrication 
are coming through advance- 
ments in chemical additives. 
These breakthroughs have 
been developed by companies 
that specialize in high-perform- 
ance lubricants,. as opposed to' 
major oil companies who refine 
and sell crude oil by-products 
like gasoline and other fuels. , 

Choosing your oil 

The easiest way to select 
motor oil is to follow the good, 
better, best model: 

GOOD: Mmeral-based (regu- 
lar) motor oils — These are the 
cheapest and most widely avail- 
able oils. They typically use 
standard additive packages 
that provide minhnum levels of 
perf orma nce and protection, 

BETTER: Synthetic motor oils 



— These man-made oils are 
more expensive than mineral- 
based oils but are still widely 
available. Their performance 
advantages come predomi- 
nantly from the synthetic base 
oil used. They typically use the 
same additive packages found 
in mineral-based oils. They 
have a longer service life and 
offer some improvements in 
protection. 

BEST; High-performance syn- 
thetic motor oils — These 
motor oils are the most techno- 
logically advanced oils. 
Although they significantly 
outperfonn mineral-based or 
synthetic motor oils, they ai-e 
about the same price as stan- 
dard syntlietic motor oil. They 
are typically only available 
through auto parts stores and 
select oil change centers. 

An easy rule of thumb for 
choosmg oil: For a used car 
with little life left in it, stick 
with mmeral-based motor oil. 

For a car you plan to keep 
for a few yeai's and firom which 
you want to get a little better 
perfonnance, you should at 
least upgrade to synthetic 
motor oil. To get 

the most performance out of 
your car, truck or RV, or to pro- 
tect a vehicle you really care 
about and want to last, upgrade 
to a high performance motor 
oil.

A real scream of a story, 
•'Monster House" is delight- 
fully scary fun. We saw the ani- 
mated feature witli an audi- 
ence liberally sprinkled with 
toddlers and young kids, and 
there were lots of giggles and 
laughs, but not one cry of 
fright was heard. 

This surprised us, but it's 
clear: Young (vei-y young) 
moviegoers are quite sophisti- 
cated these days. Still, parents, 
you know your own kid best, 

D J (Mitcliell Musso) and 
Chowder (Sam Lerner) are best 
buddies who are not above 
pulling a prank or two. They 
are tweoners who are matur- 
ing, as evidenced by DJ's 
changing voice as lie says good- 
bye /o his parents, who are off 
to a'dental convention (if the 
^iaht incisor and toothbrush 
they pack into the car are any 
indication). 
'I DJ and his teenage sister 
are left in the care of Zee 
(Maggie Gyllenhaal), a goth- 
rocker. 



Across tlie street from DJ is 
the neighborhood house that 
everyone wants to avoid. It 
stands out from the rest of the 
neat suburban bungalows and 
colonials, with its "dying to be 
gentrified" appearance. The 
rail-thin owner, named 
Nebbercracker (Steve 
Buscemi), yells at anyone who 
crosses the sidewalk into his 
yard. Tricycles, kites and bas- 
ketballs aU disappeai' into this 
grassy patch version of a local 
Bermuda Triangle. 

DJ uses a telescope to spy on 
the goings on of the spooky old 
house. From his bedroom win- 
dow, the house's upstairs win- 
dows look like eyes tliat open 
and close, and tlie front door is 
a yawning, growling menace. 
When provoked, the floor- 
boards break apart, turning 
into snarling teeth. 

But curiosity gets the best of 
DJ and Chowder and their new 
friend, a very pretty red-haired 
girl named Jenny (Spencer 
Locke). DJ tliinks that he has 
caused the death of old Mr. 
Nebbercracker, and a skeleton 
key slips fi'om the dying man's 



hand as he's wheeled into the 
ambulance. 

Chowder, Jenny and D J 
sneak into the monstrous 
house to discover its secret, 
and they find that tlie house 
seems to have a life and breath 
of its own. It wants what it 
wants, and right now it wants 
to consume the three. 

Nebbercracker returns; he 
wasn't dead after all. He tells 
the trio what his lifelong secret 
is, and they all set out to right a 
very old wrong. 

Since AprU, it's been a good 
season for movies aimed at 
youngsters - and the parents 
who accompany them.

Americans are finally dis- 
covering and embracing or- 
ganic food. They're saying 
"enough" to genetic modifica- 
tion, and they are looicing for al- 
ternatives to fruits and vegeta- 
bles grown with pesticides, her- 
bicides and fungicides. 

Jeff Cox. TV host of "Your 
Organic Garden'* on PBS and 
"Grow It!" on HGTV. has writ- 
ten "The Organic Cook's Bible: 
How to Select and Cook the Best 
Ingredients on the Market" 
(Wiley, 2006).The alphabetized 
and indexed volume provides 
useful information and in- 
cludes more than 250 recipes. 

Tzatziki, a Greek yogurt- 
based dip, takes advantage of 
the current cucumber harvest 
many are reaping from theii- 
backyai'd gardens or local farm 
stands. Organic cukes also are 
readily available at many mar- 
kets. Try the dip with chicken, 
seafood, roast lamb, or with 
slices of summer vegetables. 



Similarly, ratatouille makes 
use of produce now coming 
into its own: zucchini, eggplant, 
tomatoes and peppers. It's a 
perfect summer side dish. 

Tzatziki 
(Serves 6) 

Ingredients: 

1 quart plain yogurt 

1 mediunfi pickling cucunfiber, 

peeled and grated 

3 cloves garlic, minced 

1 tablespoon red wine vinegar 

1 tablespoon chopped fresh mint 

2 tablespoons extra-virgin olive 
oil 

Salt and freshly ground black 
pepper 

Directions: 

Place the yogurt in a double 
layer of cheesecloth. Tie it up in a 
bag, and let it hang for 2 hours, 
until well drained and thickened. 
Press the grated cucumber be- 
tween paper towels to remove as 
much liquid as possible. 

In a bowl, mix together the 
drained yogurt, cucumber, garlic. 



vinegar, mint and olive oil, and 
season with salt and pepper to 
taste. Place in a serving dish, 
cover with plastic wrap, and re- 
frigerate for several hours to give 
the ingredients time to integrate. 



Ratatouille 
(Serves 6 as a side dish) 

Ingredients: 

1/2 pound eggplant, your choice 

of type 

1/2 pound very young zucchini 

3 tablespoons olive oil, plus more 

if needed 

One and one-half cups thinly 

sliced onions 

1 cup red, yellow or green bell 
pepper slices 

2 cloves garlic, chopped 
Salt and freshly grpupd black 
pepper 

1 1/2 peeled, quartered and 
seeded tomatoes 

3 tablespoons minced fresh pars- 
ley 

Peel the eggplant, unless It is a 
very thin-skinned type. Slice 



lengthwise into 1 1/2-inch slices, 
and cut these into about 1-inch 
wide strips. If the eggplant is wa- 
tery, sprinkle with salt, set aside 
for 30 minutes, press, rinse, drain 
and pat dry. Cut the zucchini to 
strips about the same size. 

Ill a skillet, heat the olive oil 
over medium heat. Add the egg- 
plant strips, and saute for 1 
minute on each side. Repeat with 
the zucchini. Set aside both veg- 
etables. 

In the same pan, add the onions 
and peppers, adding a little more 
oil if necessary, and cook for 
about 10 minutes, until they're 
softened but not browned. Stir in 
the gariic, and add salt and pep- 
per to taste. 

Cut the tomato quarters into 
1/2-inch-wide strips, and place 
them on top of the onions and 
■ peppers. Cover the pan and cook 
on low heat for about 5 minutes, 
until the tomato juice starts to 
run. 

Remove the lid and spoon some 
of the pan juices over the toma- 
toes, then tum up the heat to 
medium and let the juice reduce 



until it's almost all gone, about 5 
minutes. Remove from the heat. 

Spoon about 1/3 of the tomato- 
onion-pepper mixture into a 
flameproof casserole, and sprin- 
kle 1 tablespoon of the parsley 
over it. 

Cover this with half the zucchini 
and eggplant strips. Spoon half 
the remaining amount of tomato 
mixture over the strips, and sprin- 
kle another tablespoon of parsley 
on top. Top with the remaining 
zucchini and eggplant strips. 
Rnish with the last of the tomato 
mixture on top and the last table- 
spoon of parsley. 

Cover the casserole, and cook 
over low heat for 10 minutes. 
Remove the lid and spoon the 
juices over the vegetables, then 
cook uncovered on medium-low 
heat for another 15 minutes. 

Correct the seasoning. Spoon 
the juice over the vegetables sev- 
eral more times, until it is almost 
entirely gone, but be careful not 
to let it all evaporate, or the veg- 
etables will scorch.

Question: I do 100 crunches 
everyday, and I still do not have 
a six-pack. Why? 

Answer: This is a very common 
occurrence. Let's fu'st look at 
the anatomy of the abdominal 
musculature. The abdominal 
musculature is made up of 
four distinct muscle groups. 

The rectus abdommis mus- 
cle, which is the muscle that 
helps you perform the crunch, 
flexes your trunk forwai'd. 

The internal and external 
obliques side'bends and rotates 
the trunk. 

The last abdominal muscle 
is the transverse abdominis. 
This is perhaps the most im- 
portant and the most ignored. 
It is the deepest muscle, and it 
is your internal weight belt. 



Though aU different, it is 
important to address the func- 
tion of all these muscles when 
exercising. 

The most important point to 
remember when exercising the 
abdominals is to draw the belly 
button m toward the spine. 
Just think about trying to zip 
up pants tliatare too tight. 
Thmk skinny around the waist 
area. 

Now back to the crunch. 
The trunk has more movement 
bending backward than it does 
flexing forward. This is mipor- 
tant because if you work a 
muscle through a shortened 
range of motion, the muscle 
will start to shorten and even- 
tually, when you stand up, your 
trunk will be flexed or hunched 
forward. This is not good pos- 



ture. 

The best way to perform a 
crunch is on a Swiss Ball. The 
ball aUows you to bend back 
until the 
back of your 
head touches 
thebaU. 

To start, 
lie over a 
Swiss Ball so 
your back is 
comfortable

Expansion of bed tower approved

Lake County is moving on up, in 
trauma care that is. 

A recent approval by the Illinois 
Health Facilities Planning Board to 
expand the bed tower at Condell 
Medical Center in Libertyville was 



the first step taken to move up to a 
Level I trauma center. 

Dennis Millirons, Condell presi- 
dent and CEO, said in a statement: 
"Condell is pleased the planning 
board understands the need for these 
beds and has given us approval to 
build the bed tower. The additional 
beds will allow us to continue to meet 



the needs of our patients and is an es- 
sential first step to becpming a Level I 
trauma center." _ 

The expansion includes 90 med- 
ical/surgical beds, in addition to other 
nonclinical services such as informa- 
tion technology, materials manage- 
ment and biomedical storage. The 
space also will be used for administra- 
tive and mechanical space.

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Other states notice program

When Jordan Hudson, 14, 
went missing in the waters of 
Lake Michigan last week, au- 
thorities from Lake, Kenosha 
and McHenry counties con- 
verged at North Point Marina 
in Winthrop Harbor. 

Unfortunately, the Wintlu'op 
Harbor teen never was found, 
But, the cooperation of the pro- 
fessionals who tried to save him 
showed an emergency response 
system that has unified rescue 
efforts for nearly 40 years. 

Fire, marine, and rescue 
workers were summoned using 
the Mutual Aid Box Alarm 
System, or MABAS. The 
Chicago-area system has 
gained in membership since it 
^was created in 1968, drawmg in- 
terest from other states, said 
Mundelein Fire Chief Randy 
Justus. 

"It's a national trend," Justus 
said. "MABAS is a user friendly 
system." 

MABAS spans from Lake 
Michigan to west of Rockford 
and south through Champaign- 
Urbana, Douglas County, St. 
Clahr County, and St. Louis. 

Justus said Rre and rescue 
districts in Wisconshi, Indiana, 
and Missouri are considering 
joining MABAS. Also, the 
International Association of 
Fkefighters, of which Justus is 
a part, is workhig with Georgia, 
Texas, New Mexico, Colorado 
and other states to sign up. 

MABAS divides an area into 
rescue divisions and every 
member of tliat division signs a 
contract to help its fellow divi- 



sion members in times of need, 
said Lt. Alicia McCoy of the 
Win-throp - Harbor Fire 
Department 

Contract signers also agree 
to, assist otlier divisions, mak- 
ing all towns responsible for the 
entire region. 

"For a bunch of guys work- 
hig togetlier, it's really phenom- 
enal," McCoy said. 

Because the MABAS con- 
tract lays out specific guide- 
lines, crews work seamlessly to- 
gether, McCoy said, which in- 
creases the efficiency of a res- 
cue operation. 

Every MABAS member op- 
erates under the same proce- 
dures, and all department 
chiefs are required each year to 
allocate what engmes, ladders, 
staff and other necessities will 
respond to a MABAS crisis, 
McCoy said. 

The system's efficacy was 
proven, Justus said, during the 
Hurricane Katrina disaster. 

"They [Gulf Coast authori- 
ties] came to Illinois hecause 
Illinois had a plan," Justus 
said."Twenty minutes from 
now I could have a dozen en- 
gmes in my town right now." 

Gettmg unmediate help is 
the biggest asset of MABAS, 
Justus said. For those who are 
not under a similar program, a 
governor must declare an area 
a disaster zone before help from 
outside is granted. 

"It's a great system," Justus 
said. "You never want to use [it], 
but when you have the big 
event, and people's lives are at 
stake, it's nice to have this re- 
source to call upon to help you 
doyourbusmess."

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A bill in the Illinois House 
would allow orders of protec- 
tion for pets. 

Tliat's rigiit, pets. 

Cats, Dogs, Fisii. Hamsters. 
Snakes. Birds. Wo could go on, 
but you got the idea. Why 
would I''ido the dog or P'luffy 
tlie cat need court-ordered 
protection? 

Because supporters of the 
law say that like children and 
spouscfj, pets also can suffer 
at the hands of an abuser. 
Some animal-rights activists 
and domestic-abuse coun- 
selors say pets are part of the 
domestic abuse equation. 

State Rep. John I'Vitcliey, D- 
Chicago, plans to push for the 
law in November. Tlie law cer- 
tainly is well intentionod. No 
one likes the thought of ani- 
mals bchig harmed. But 
adding pets to the order-of- 
protection roles is a mistake. 

First, police ofTiccrs, prose- 
cutors and judges have— ex- 
cuse tlie pun— much bigger 
fish to fry, Law enforcement 
should focus on enforcing or- 
ders of protection for people. 
That job alone is challenging. 
Too often, people who need 
protection, fall through the 
cracks. 

Adding animals will only 
complicate and burden an al- 



ready-overburdened system. 

Second, orders of protec- 
tion for animals are com- 
pletely unnecessary There al- 
ready are anti-cruelty laws on 
the books. If an angry es- 
tranged husband stabs the 
family dog to death, there are 
consequences. 

Such was the case in 2001 
when a Beileville man stabbed 
a puppy to death after an ar- 
gument with his wife. That 
man got a year in jail. An 
order of protection would not 
have saved the dog, and it's 
doubtful that it would have re- 
sulted in a stiffer jail sen- 
tence. 

Last, if a pet owner already 
has an order of protection, 
the order would have to be vi- 
olated for a person to attack 
the pet. Again, the law is su- 
perfluous. The law is a classic 
example of feel-good legisla- 
tion that will produce notli- 
ing, It will not protect dogs or 
cats or any other pet and it 
will not protect the human 
victims of abuse. 

The laws we already have 
on the books need to bo ade- 
quately enforced. If an animal 
is tortured or killed, tiie per- 
poti'ator should be charged 
with animal cruelty or de- 
struction of private property.

Future of the Illinois Lottery looks 
grim compared to the beginmng 



When tlie Illinois Lottery 
was created in 1974, it was sold 
on the premise that it would be 
a savior for education. It was 
promoted on the notion that it 
would bolster the woeful fund- 
ing for schools and tlie short- 
fall In mental liealtli financing. 
Actually, all of the net monies 
ftom tlie lottery were funneled 
into the state's general revenue 
fund, but there was tlie public 
perception tliat everything 
went toward education. 

I vividly remember when 
the Illinois Lottery became offi- 
cial. My seatmate, the late and 
colorful Rep. E. J. "Zeke" 
Goorgi, a Rockford Democrat, 
was chief sponsor of the bill, 
and he tliereafter became 
known as the "fatlier of the lot- 
tery" Giorgi took personal 
pride every time tlie lottery 
produced an instant million- 
aire, particularly when the 
winner was someone of modest 
means, Zeke, God restiiis soul, 
would "turn over" at what is 




now being proposed with the 
lottery 

After lotteiy revenues 
started to roll in, the public 
cried "foul" and "sham" when 
tlie state 
budgets still 
short- 
changed edu- 
cation. All 
legislators 
were deluged 
with angiy 
taxpayers, 
who In uni- 
son cried, 
"where did 

aU of that 

lottery 

money go?" You could never 
convince them tliat tliere was 
no way the lottery could fully 
ftmd the education fund. 

In the late '80s, after the pub- 
lic outrage, legislators an- 
swered witli a law that man- • 
dated that all lottery proceeds 
go directly in the p.ublicfiduga- 
tion fund. That made some leg-

islators politically populai*, but 
at the time I said that it was 
just another sham. AU the gov- 
ernors had to do when they , 
presented tlie state budget was 
increase the amount coming 
from the lottery, but reduce 
monies from the general fund 
tliat had been allocated for edu- 
cation. 

It became a "numbers 
game," and education was not 
the big winner that eveiyone 
had hoped. 

Through the years, the 
state's budget problems contin- 
ued to mount. After the late 
Gov. Richard Ogilvie adopted 
the hicome tax in 1969 and he 
subsequently was defeated for 
re-election in 1972, all due to a 
public uproar over the new tax, 
legislators and governors have 
been reluctant to raise taxes. 
They looked to sin taxes, such 
as cigai'ettes and gambling to 
make ends meet. Now,

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U.S. Reps. Mark Kirk. R- 
Highland Park, and Judy 
Biggert, R-Hihsdale, held a 
congressional hearing July 17 
on the growing dangers of so- 
cial networking Web sites. 

They heard testimony from 
local law . enforcement and 
school officials on action they 
are taking to protect children 
from Internet predators. 

"While MySpace.com and 
other social networking sites 
were created to allow 
teenagers and young adults a 
chance to socialize with 
friends, these sites are also 
very popular with pedophiles," 
Kirk said. "Recent Chicago 
area arrests make it clear that 
action is needed at the federal, 
state and local levels to protect 
our children from Internet 



predators." 

Lake County State's Attor- 
ney Patricia Fix gave disturb- 
ing details of two cases her of- 
fice prosecuted. The first in- 
volved a 40-year-old male and 
14-year-old female who met in a 
Yahoo chat room. 

The second had to do with 
two teachers who are being 
prosecuted for aggravated sex- 
ual abuse of two students, ages 
15 and 16, who they met using 
online instant messaging and 
email services provided by the 
school's Web network. 

The hearing also consid- 
ered HR 5319, the Dejeting 
Online Predators Act. That leg- 
islation is currently pending in 
Congress and would limit the 
ability of pedophiles to reach 
children who use online social 



networking sites in public 
schools and libraries. 
. Kirk and Biggert plan to 
use the testimony from the. 
July 17 hearing to push for con- 
gressional action in the 
Deleting Online Predators Act. 
"Parents are faced with the 
important task of closely mon- 
itoring their children's online 
activities, but they cannot 
watch their children 24 hours a 
day," Kirk said. "They need to 
be assured that their govern- 
ment and educational institu- 
tions are protecting their kids 
as well. And that's why I 
strongly support this impor- 
tant and timely legislation."

Illinois is faced with a $2 bil- 
lion dollar budget hole in the 
state's pension program and a 
significant deficit to pay for 
debt service to pay for massive 
bonding programs initiated by 
Govs. Jim Thompson and 
George Ryan. 

Gov Rod Blagojevich has 
kept his "no tax pledge" at the 
top of his political talking 
points. He seems to forget that 
he made another pledge dur- 
ing his fu:st campaign for 
govenor, a "no expansion of 
gambling pledge," 

In January, Blagojevich 
floated a "keno balloon." He 
said that adding Keno to the 
Illinois Lottery could bring in 
at least $80 million dollai's for 
education and school construc- 
tion. The governor insisted 
thai UrWQUldn't ^e ^n expan- 



sion of gambling and likened 
it to church bmgo. Keno be- 
came a "lead balloon" as oppo- 
nents forced the governor's 
"tongue from his cheek" and 
Keno slithered into the dark, 
hopefully never to rise again. 

After Keno bit the dust, 
Blagojevich still was baiTaged 
by many to do more for educa- 
tion. Leading the charge was 
Sen. James Meeks, a Chicago 
Democrat, who threatened to 
run for governor as an inde- 
pendent if the governor didn't 
come up with a plan to sub- 
stantially boost funds for edu- 
cation. 

Striking out with Keno, 
Blagojevich came up with 
"phase two" of his lottery bag 
of tricks. He announced his 
new brainstorm, to lease or 
sell tlie Illinois Lottery He 
wants to privatize, or out- 
source the lottery, whichever 
you prefer. 



The governor's "people" 
claim that the idea of leasing 
or selling tlie lottery didn't 
come from him. It was the re- 
sult of a study from the 
Goldman Saclis Group Inc. 
which is a noted investment 
banker. That's the same fu-m 
that reportedly earned almost 
$9 million as its fee for negoti- 
ating the lease of the Chicago 
Skyway for 99 years to an 
Australian-Spanish consor- 
tium. 

It has been said that the 
Goldman Sachs firm will do 
much better if the lottery deal 
is finalized, a fee somewhere 
between $10 to $20 million. Is it 
fair to suggest that when a 
firm stands to gain substan- 
tially by the conclusion it 
reaches from a study, that the 
whole study may have a biased 
tint to it? I have always 
warned that when the govern- 
ment commissions a study or 



hires a high-priced consultant, 
it usually knows what the con- 
clusion of the study or consul- 
tant's report will be. 

Blagojevich claims that sell- 
ing or leasing the lottery could 
generate $10 billion, similar 
the outsourcing of toUways, 
most of the revenue benefits 
are short-term. I'm sure that 
this is tantalizing to the gover- 
nor whose rear-view mirror is 
positioned for only the next 
four years. Anything after that 
is some other governor's and 
the taxpayers' problems. 

I have always believed that 
there is rarely sound judgment 
when something is done in 
haste. The gov isn't fooling me. 
This selling or leasing the lot- 
teiy is his idea and saying a 
reputable banker came up 
with it, takes the political heat 
off his shoulders. I think it 
may put more heat on him. If a 
firm can earn an enormous fee 



for striking this deal, imagine 
how many billions the private 
consortium will make over the 
years. 

Now, if my friend "Zeke" 
were still around, what would 
he have done?The "father of 
the lottery" would have saved 
the state that enormous fee for 
the study He would have done 
the study for $1. Of course, 
like the state, I would have 
known what his study would 
have concluded. He would have 
concluded don't lease or sell 
the Illinois Lottery He would 
have said that the lottery can 
continue to be a winner for the 
state under the state control. 
All the state has to do is better 
manage the lottery 

Just as the Keno idea fell 
from its own weight, Gov. 
Blagojevichs phase two idea, 
to sell or lease the Illinois lot- 
tery, belongs in the garbage 
dump, too.

This company is 
contacting Lake County home- 
owners in an effort to provide you 
with a certified copy of the deed 
to your home for a mere payment 
of $75 plus $4.50 for postage and 
handling. The message is very in- 
timidating and implies that we 
should act swiftly. 

I immediately contacted the 
Lake County Recorder's office. 
They explained to me that this 
was a terrible scam that routinely 
targets specific neighborhood, 
and they asked that I not respond 
to this request They explained 
that the average deed is four 
pages or less, with a copy of $1 a 
page. And for seniors, the request 
for your deed is free. 

As you can see, someone wants 
to make a $70 profit on every re- 
quest they handle. Let's put them 
out of business. Please do not re- 
spond to this scani, and certainly 
don't give anyone your credit card 
number.

Are contacts lenses OK for cMdren? 



Contact lenses ofTer a rela- 
tively safe method of correct- 
ing vision problems, apart 
from wearing glasses. It is 
estimated that approximately 
29 million people wear contact 
lenses in the United States, 
according to WebMD.com, and 
the numbers worldwide are 
even higher. 

Contact lenses are either of 
the hard or soft variety (soft 
being the preferred) and are 
worn directly on the eye, They 
float m front of the cornea on a 
thin film of tears. Correct 
design and fitting of the con- 
tacts are essential to comfort 
and effectiveness. 

Thanks to the popularity of 
contact lenses among adults, 
many wonder if contacts are a 
safe option for children as 
well. While there aren't obvi- 
ous medical reasons why con- 
tacts shouldn't be used by chil- 
dren, there are concerns 
regarding hygiene, mainte- 
nance and insertion of the 
contacts, and whether a child 
is mature enough for this 
responsibility. 

Contact lenses, particular- 
ly the soft type commonly 
used, can collect dirt and 
microorganisms on their sur- 
face. As such, daily cleaning 
and proper storage of the lens- 
es is imperative for eye healtli. 
Irritation and disease could 
spread in the eye if contacts 
aren't properly maintained. In 
most cases, children simply do 
not have the discipline 
required to use contacts. By 
age 13 or 14, liowever, some 
eye doctors feel tliere is an 



increased: ability to use con- 
tacts - but every child is differ- 
ent. 

Caregivers should use cau- 
tion when making the deci- 
sion of contacts over glasses. 
Most professionals agree, 
however, that LASIK surgery, 
where a flap is cut into the 
cornea witli a laser to perma- 
nently treat vision problems, 
should not be used on chil- 
dren. Minor vision infractions 
may clear up over time with 
more traditional methods, 
such as wearing glasses. 
These should be explored 
prior to any talk about sur- 
gery. 

Experts also feel that tlie 
use of cosmetic contacts, 
which are typically tinted 
lenses that can change eye 
color or feature designs, 
should be highly discouraged. 
Children often share and swap 
these lenses, creating a breed- 
ing ground of bacteria. This 
can lead to potential eye- 
health problems, including 
blindness, and is unsanitary. 

Should you allow children to 
use contact lenses, instill these 
Important lessons: 

• Wash hands before touch- 
ing contact lenses as not to 
transfer dirt and germs to tlie 
lenses and eye. 

■ Handle one lens at a time. 
Clean it with the appropriate 
solution. Cleaning removes 
eye-produced buildup, cosmet- 
ics and other debris that 
impair lens comfort. Some 
products require you to rub 
the lens in the palm of your

hand with a few drops of solu- 
tion, while others just requke 
rinsing. 

• Rinse each lens to remove 
tlie loosened debris - an impor- 
tant step. 

• Place tlie clean lenses in 
your eye or in tlie lens storage 
container, depending upon 
whetlier you are using them or 
retiring for the. evening. If stor- 
ing, fill the storage receptacle 
with the appropriate clean- 
ing/disinfecting solution and 
twist caps into place. 

Regardless of the type of prod* 
ucts and contact lenses you use, 
here are some general care tips: 

• Never touch solution bottle 
tips to any surface, includmg 
your body: the solution can 



become contaminated. 

• Avoid getting tap water on 
your contact lenses and acces- 
sories, as it can carry a 
microorganism called 
Acanthamoeba that causes 
serious eye infections. While 
regular contact lens disinfec- 
tion procedures do kill 
Acantliamoeba, they typically 
don't kill its cysts. 

• Remember to .clean your 
contact lens accessories (lens 
case, cleaning/disinfecting 
devices, enzymatic cleaner 
vials and so on) as directed. 

• Lens cases can be rinsed 
with hot tap water and dried 
when not in use. 

• Throw out your contact lens 
case once a month or as dkected 
to reduce y oui* risk of infection.

WINTHROP HARBOR ~ A 
tri-agency investigation has 
concluded with the arrest of a

According to a release from 
the Winthrop Harbor Police, a 
resident's complaint prompted a 
two-month investigation by 
Winthrop Harbor Police, Lake 
County Metropolitan Enforce- 
ment Group (MEG), and Illmois 
Consei'vation Police that culmi- 
nated in the arrest of Daniel 
Pocklington, 21, of Winthrop 
Harbor, on July 10. 

John Paschel, 56, of 
Winthi'op Harbor, lives one 



block south of the Pocklington 
family and took a break from 
tending his lawn to talk about 
his neighbor's arrest. 

"I've known [Plockington's 
parents] for 20 years," he said. 
"They're the nicest people you 
could ever meet. Tm surprised 
[Daniel] went that way" 

Keith Frederick, deputy di- 
rector of Lake County MEG, 
said that although he described 
this month's bust as "substantial 
for l^ake County" A similai' case 
unfolded in April in unincorpo- 
rated Lake Zurich- 
Officers arrested three peo- 
ple when they found 240 
cannabis plants - valued at 
$360,000, plus mushrooms and 
cocaine. Their sentences are 
pending. 



Condell expansion brings 
out support, criticism

Condell has received sup- 
port from many in legislation, 
including state Rep. Ed 
Sullivan, R-Mundelein. 

Sullivan said it is important 
to bring a Level I trauma cen- 
ter to Lake County because of 
the growing population and be- 
cause the bordering two Level I 
trauma centers are in 
Milwaukee and Lutheran 
General in Park Ridge. 

"Having a Level I trauma 
center in Lake County will be 
beneficial for Lake County res- 
idents and those in between," 
Sullivan said. 

Sullivan said the expansion 
of the bed tower is important 
for Lake County because of the 
number of trauma cases that 
come into Condell. 

"The more cases we are 
going to have, the more beds we 
are going to need,'] Sullivan 
said.

Frederick explained, MEG 
most frequently encounters 
marijuana or a derivative (pow- 
der or crack) of cocaine. 

"Heroin is coming back, un- 
fortunately, but we are also see- 
ing a lot of prescription medica- 
tion," he added. 

When officers swept 
Pocklmgton's room, they also 
uncovered prescription medi- 
cine and drug paraphernalia: 
plastic bags and a weigh scale, 
among other items. 

Police discovered 15 ounces 
of marijuana rcady for sale m 
Pocklington's basement. He had 
set up a "sophisticated opera- 
tion" of venting, irrigation and 



artificial light to care for about 
80 plants, accordmg to 
Frederick. 

Another 42 plants were found 
outdoors near the North Point 
Marina, in the Spring Bluff 
Forest Pi'eserve, 1.5 miles north 
of Pocklington's home and two 
south of the Illinois- Wisconsui 
state line. 

A resident told Winthrop 
Harbor police about the plants 
in May After the harbor offi- 
cials confirmed theu' presence, 
the investigation began. 

The processed marijuana 
had a street value of $4,400. The 
plants, once processed and sold, 
would have brought in rouglily 



$120,000; each plant generates 
around $1,500. 

Pocklington has admitted his 
intent to sell the marijuana, the 
release said. 

He faces seven felony drug 
charges, includmg the unlawful 
possession of marijuana with 
the intent to distribute, unlaw- 
ful production of marijuana, 
unlawful possession of a con- 
trolled substance, and unlawful 
possession of marijuana. 

"We're continuing to deter- 
mine what other people were as- 
sociated witli tills operation," 
Frederick said. "It's always 
likely that there [are] other peo- 
ple involved." 
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them in Condell "will have no 
effect to Lake County" 

"All of the population 
growth is in the northeast and 
the northwest," Martin said. 

Martin said she does not be- 
lieve Condell's expansion will 
affect Vista. 

"We're proceeding with all of 
our plans as need be and this 
will not affect us at all," Martin 
said.

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oating can be an enjoy- 
able and relaxing way to 
spend a nice afternoon, 
Unfortunately, finding a 
boat can be a tough thing to do, es- 
pecially for first-tin^e buyers. 
Numerous things can impact the 
decision-making process when 
you're looking to buy a boat, be it 
usage issues, storage concerns or, 
perhaps most infiuential, price tag. 
Boating can be an expensive hobby, 
making it even more important 
that you know what you're looking 
for in a boat before heading out 
and seeing what there is to offer. 

Usage 

Knowing what you want out of

hen an emergency 
strikes on water, a 
lifejacket can make 
the difference be- 
tween life and death. That's why 
you want to be sure you have the 
right life jacket onboard — prefer- 
ably one for each member of your 
boating party. 

Selecting a lifejacket 

Whenyou're dealing v/ith. 
water, fashion or price shouldn't 
factor into your lifejacket deci- 
sion. Choose your life jacket based 
on what you will be doing in the 
water as well as the water condi- 
tions. Life jackets vary in shape, 
color and material — just make 
sure you get one that's suited for 
you. . 

The label on the jacket will in- 
^dicate if it's designed for your 
weight, and the proper uses for its 
level of durability. Following are 
common types of life jackets: 

TVpe One: It's designed for 
open, rough waters, or where it 
may be hard to be rescued. While 
it's bulky, it provides the best flota- 
tion and turns most unconscious 
wearers from a face-down position 
to a face-up position. It.usually • 
comes in a visible color and in a 
few different sizes, 

■ TVpe TVvo: It's geared for calm

TVpe T\vo jackets are more com- 
fortable than TVpe Ones, but they, 
cannot be relied upon to turn un- 
conscious wearers to a fece-up po- 
sition consistently. As a result, 
they are not good for long hours 
in rough water. 

TVpeThreei,This jacket is de- 
signed for calm waters where 
there is a good chance of a fast res- 
cue, it's tJie most comfortable type 
of life jacket available in many 
styles, making it good for general 
boating or the activity marked on 
the label.It's not recommended 
for rough waters since the 
wearer's head can be covered by 
waves where the jacket cannot 
provide adequate flotation. 

S.elect a lifejacket that is U.S. 
Coast Guard approved (which 
means it has endured intense test- 
ing), properly sized and in a visible 
color. Child-size life jackets list the 
weight range geared for the jacket 
and should feature a crotch strap, 
an oversized float collar and a grab 
loop to pull the child out of water. 
Inspection 

TVviceayear, re-inspect all 
jackets. Make sure children still fit . 
into theirs — children grow fast 
so their jackets will need to be re- 
placed often. Inspect jackets for 
tears, holes, deterioration or 
ripped seams. Patch any small 
• holes, but replace the jacket if they 
are large enough for water to seep 
in. Buckles and zips should fasten 
easily. There should be no mildew 
odor or signs of shirking. Test the 
jacket in water again to make sure 
it still floats. If it failed any of these 
tests, throw your jacket away.

The days are getting' 
:longer. The weather is ; 
getting warmer. And the 
kids are getting more and more ex- 
cited as the warmer weather sig- 
nals the start of those fun trips to 
the beach and pool. The kids can't 
wait as they pick out their new 
bathing suits, flip flops, water toys 
and beach towels. 

But parents bewarel 
Swimming and water play can be 
exciting recreational opportunities 
for many families. But they can 
also be dangerous if you and your 
children are unaware of tlieir po- 
tential hazards. Consider these sta- 
tistics from KidsHealth, an online 
children's health resource, about 
water-related injuries in the United 
States. 

• Drowning is the second leading 
cause of unintentional injury-re- 
lated death (after car accidents) 
for children younger than 14 
years. It's the number-one cause 
of unintentional injury^related 
deaths for Idds ages one to four. 
■Nearly 1,000 children die every 
year by drowning. Most drown- 
ings involving children ages one 
to four occur in home swimming 
pools. Drowning often happens 
quickly and quietly— there is lit- 
tle noise to alert parents that the 
child is in danger. The majority of 
young children who drowned 
were last seen in the home, were 
in tlie care of one or both parents 
at the time of drowning, and had 
been out of sight for less than five 
minutes. 
Clearly, these statistics show 
why it's . critically important to 
teach your children how to stay 
safe around any kind of water. Here 
are some water-safety guidelines 
that every parent should follow 
when their kids are in or near 
water, courtesy of KidsHealtli. 
1. Maintain constant supervi- 
sion. Watch your children closely 
when they're in or near any 
water— whether tlie water is in a 
bathtub, a wading pool, an orna- 
mental fish pond, a swimming 
pool, a spa, the beach or a lake. 



Young children are especially vul- 
nerable — they can drown in less 
than two. inches of water. That 
means drowning can happen 
where yoii'd least expect it — the 
sink, the; toilet bowl, fountains, 
buckets, inflatable pools, or small 
bodies of standing water around 
your home, such as water-filled 
ditches. 

Don't assume that just because 
your child took swimming lessons 
or is using a flotation device such 
as an inner tube or inflatable raft, 
that he can't drown. Supervision 
should be constant with children 
no matter what their swimming 
skill levels are. 

If you're at a pool party, it's es- 
pecially easy to become distracted, 
so designate an adult who will be 
responsible for watching the chil- 
dren. Wliether at a party or in your 
own home, if you leave your child 
with a baby-sitter, make sure he or 
she knows your rules for pool 
swimming. If you have an above- 
ground pool, always lock the gate 
around it and remove the ladder 
when the pool is not in use. 
2. Learn to swim. Both you and 
your child should know how to 
swim, even if your child is only 
four years old. Check witlv your 
local recreation center, YMCA or 
American Red Cross for classes 
taught by qualified instructors. 




3. Invest in properly fitted 
Coast Guard-approved life 

vests. Children should wear them 
whenever they are in or near water. 
Check the weight and size recom- 
mendations on the label, then have 
your child try it on to make sure it 
fits snugly. For children younger 
than five, choose a life vest with a 
strap between the legs and a head 
support The collar will keep the 
child's head up and his face out of 
the water. Note that inflatable vests 
and arm devices such as water 
wings are ineffective against 
drowning.
